This  splendid  specimen  was  last  sold  publicly  in  the 
Bladenhoffer  sale  (Stack’s)  in  1955.  It  is  a  perfect  match 
to  the  previously  offered  1884  — perhaps  even  slightly 
finer  in  condition  —  a  glittering  Choice  Proof  example 
with  beautiful  natural  toning.  One  of  only  five  specimens 
struck. 

In  the  Baldenhoffer  sale,  our  coin  was  described  as 
follows: 

“THE  EXCESSIVELY  RARE  1885  TRADE  DOLLAR” 

1040  1885  The  Trade  Dollars  of  this  date  were  said  to 
have  been  discovered  in  the  proof  sets  of  that  year. 
Stack’s  has  had  the  pleasure  of  selling  some  of  the  fore¬ 
most  collections  in  American  and  we  are  quite  accus¬ 
tomed  to  rarities.  However,  this  is  only  the  second  speci¬ 
men  we  ever  handled.  The  first  was  sold  by  us  privately  in 
1942.  This  specimen  we  are  now  offering  is  the  first  to  be 
sold  by  us  at  public  auction.  While  records  of  amount 
made  are  not  available,  in  our  opinion  we  do  not  believe 
that  there  are  more  than  five  of  these  in  existence,  pos¬ 
sibly  fewer.  This  coin  can  be  classed  as  rare  as  any  other 
great  American  Silver  Rarity.  The  fabulous  Dupont  Col¬ 
lection  lacked  this  coin.  We  would  not  be  surprised  at  any 
record  price  established.  This  coin  is  a  splendid  Brilliant 
Proof,  slightly  toned.” 

Five  struck  is  now  the  officially  accepted  figure,  and  all 
five  specimens  are  known.  However,  three  of  these  are 
permanently  impounded  in  famous  major  collections 
(Eliasberg,  Amon  Carter  and  Norweb).

The  1885  Trade  Dollar  is  more  than  twice  as  rare 
as  either  of  these. 


2)  Rarity  factors  of  infrequently  offered  coins  tend  to  in¬ 
crease  values  in  disproportionately  great  amounts.  For 
example:  in  May,  Stack’s  auctioned  a  pair  of  $3  gold 
pieces,  1875  and  1876.  At  that  time,  the  1876  realized 
$21 ,000.  The  1875,  which  is  not  quite  twice  as  rare  as  the 
1876,  realized  $150,000  —  over  SEVEN  TIMES  the  price  of 
the  1876.  A  comparable  situation  exists  here  with  the 
1884  and' 1885  Trade  Dollars. 

3)  The  1885  Trade  Dollar  offered  here  is  in  the  finest  pos¬ 
sible  condition.  It  is  equal  or  superior  to  all  other  known 
specimens.  The  only  other  collectable  specimen  was 
abrasively  cleaned  and  has  severe  hairlines.  This  speci¬ 
men  is  a  Choice,  beautifully  toned  Proof  —  absolutely  an 
unimprovable  coin!  Many  of  the  dealers  we  showed  it  to 
considered  it  to  be  the  finest  known.

The  most  common  objection  raised 
by  people  who  are  considering  investing 
in  rare  coins  is  their  so-called  “specula- 
♦.  tive  nature.”  Actually,  this  could  not  be 
further  from  the  truth  when  the  track 
record  is  examined.  Steady  and 
continual  growth  has  been  the  rule  in 
rare  coins  over  the  last  quarter  century. 
As  I  had  previously  pointed  out  in  Vol¬ 
ume  3,  an  investment  of  $800  in  1947  in 
a  high-grade  “type  set”  would  have 
appreciated  to  a  current  value  of  over 
$38,000.  To  further  analyze  this  growth, 
we  should  point  out  that  since  World 
War  II  we  have  experienced  six 
economic  recessions  —  each  of  which 
turned  nearly  all  investments  sour.  The 
amazing  truth  is  rare  coins  continued  to 
show  growth  during  these  recessions. 
The  recession  of  1969-1970  brought  the 
smallest  increase  in  the  rare  coin 
market  —  a  respectable  5.5%  consid¬ 
ering  the  times,  while  the  recession  of 
late  1973  to  the  present  has  shown  a 
49%  increase  in  rare  coins. 

Blue-chip  stocks  have  generally  been 
considered  stable  and  safe  invest¬ 
ments.  The  growth  of  blue-chips  tradi¬ 
tionally  indicates  prosperity  as  they  are 
the  heart  of  the  economy.  The  fact  re¬ 
mains  though  that  an  investment  in  15 
top  blue-chips  (representing  a  cross- 
section  of  all  industries)  made  5  years 
ago  would  have  shown  a  net  loss  of 
29%  as  of  today.  Over  the  same  period, 
rare  coins  have  increased  136%. 


It  must  be  pointed  out  that  quality  is 
the  primary  rule  of  rare  coin  investing. 
Anyone  who  has  ever  tried  to  dispose  of 
his  accumulation  of  low-grade  “miscel¬ 
laneous”  coins  has  found  himself  wish¬ 
ing  he  had  bought  quality  high-grade 
coins  in  the  first  place.  Quality  is  es¬ 
pecially  important  in  that,  percentage¬ 
wise,  few  choice  specimens  exist  of  any 
issues  which  were  intended  for  circula¬ 
tion  (meaning  all  coins  struck  for  that 
year  except  proofs).  It  therefore  be¬ 
comes  a  matter  of  simple  mathematics 
—  the  superb  coin  you  own  must  be 
among  the  finest  of  the  relative  few  in 
existence. 

Quality  coins  have  been  and  will  con¬ 
tinue  to  be  the  mainstay  of  our  invest¬ 
ment  program.  I  am  emphasizing 
investment  in  Brilliant  Uncirculated  to 
Proof  “type  coins”  (half  cents  to 
dollars),  Colonials  in  Extremely  Fine  to 
Uncirculated  and  better  date  U.S.  gold 
in  Brilliant  Uncirculated  condition.
